This pam phlet presents a bird's- 
eye view of population statistics for 
Pennsylvania based on the various 
United States census reports. 
The ten m etropolitan districts in 
Pennsylvania and their population 
figures follow: 
Philadelphia 2,847,148: Pittsburgh 
1,953,668; 
Scranton - W ilkes-Barre 
652,312; 
Allentown-Bet hlehem -Eas- 
ton 322,172; Reading 170,486; H ar­ 
risburg 161,672; Johnstow n 147,611; 
Erie 129.817; Lancaster 123.156, and 
Altoona 114,232. 
The pam phlet shows a population 
loss 
of 
750.000 
by 
Pennsylvania 
through interstate m igrations, re ­ 
vealed by 1,71$,f>17 people born in 
Pennsylvania and living in other 
states in contrast with 963.948 per­ 
sons born in other states and living 
in Pennsylvania. 
It shows Pennsylvania 
as 
the 
32nd state in area but the second in 
wealth and population. 
It is the 
lith state in agriculture and its 
agricultural products are valued at 
$250,000,000. 
An inadequacy of present recrea­ 
tional areas, especially in the large 
centers of population, is noted. 
The pam phlet is concluded with 
the following statem ent:

Mr. Ziegler insists th a t all vaults 
be cleaned and limed, and all d i­ 
lapidated toilet screens be replaced 
before school begins next m onth. 
The departm ent of health has free 
plans available for school boards, 
showing acceptable construction in 
these m atters, which may be had 
for the asking. 
Items to be Checked 
Flues should be cleaned, chim neys 
inspected and repaired, rubbish re­ 
moved from all corners and closets, 
basements cleared out, all dust and 
d irt removed, the basem ent fresh 
air chambers of all indirectly heated 
buildings should be white-washed to 
insure fresh air and ventilation, and 
a thorough cleaning given to all 
parts of the building. 
This in in 
the interest of fire protection as well 
as good health. 
School yards should be mowed, all 
weeds removed, ash piles cleaned 
up. and all poisonous weeds—such 
as poison ivy and sum ac—should be 
cut away.
